THE TRAGICAL STORY OF LUDOVISIO 
CARANTANI, 


A MILANESE, AND HIS TWO DAUGHTERS, 


HERE is no fpecies of domeftic tyranny fo 
i iniquitous and oppreffive as that which un- 
reafonable parents frequently exercife over their 
children, popifh countries, by forcing them in- 
to a ftate of life to which they have nocall. If 
children ought never to be left to their own free 
choice, it is certainly when the thutting them up
